Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Species I: figures 2, 3A-3D, vent-edge portion; 
Species II: figures 4A-4B, void in solder resist removal; Species III: figures 5A-5B, 
space in lower mold: Species IV: figures 6A-6B, void in cover film; Species V: figures 
7A-7B, space in release film; Species VI: figures 8-9B, slit in open resin encapsulation 
portion; Species VII: figures 10A-10E, different clamps and clamping pressures.
